bloody hole torn in the German 
west wall or tho French Maginot 
line. 


True, artillery duels and costly 


local engagements are proceeding 
on the west front. They did last 
night. 


A major offensive presumably 


will develop in due course. That's 
almost Inevitable, for the psy- 
chological effect if nothing else. 


An army, like a dictator, has 


to keep itself in the limelight if 
It is to hold its following. You'd 
bo surprised to know how many 
times big attacks are made on 
orders from the home govern- 
ment with the Idea of providing 
propaganda to buck up the civilian 
morale, or for uso abroad. 


However, 
both t h o Anglo- 


French allies and tho Germans 
aro trying to crack the nut with 
Their fingers, rather than use 
steel. 


The allies are relying 
greatly 


on two 
expedients—cutting 
off 


vital Gorman supplies by naval 
blockade, and inspiring the Gor- 
man people to revolt and throw 
Herr Hitler out. T h e English 
again have bombarded Germany 
from the air with pamphlets. This 
time they 
said, 
among 
other 


things: 


Gorman Shipping Stopped 


'The British and French fleets 


have swept 
German 
merchant 


shipping from tho oceans. There- 
fore your supplies of a whole 
range of essential war materials 
such as petrol, copper, nickel, rub- 
ber, cotton, wool and fats 
are 


almost gone and you can no longer 
rely as you did In the last war 
upon neutral 
supplies 
because 


your government cannot pay for 
them." 


That's smart 
propaganda 
to 


hand a people who only twenty- 
ono years ago was driven Into 
submission by tho lash of hunger. 
If the British can get results that 
way, It will be a lot easier than 
smashing tho west wall. 


Then from Germany comes fur- 


ther peace talk. A man close to 
tho Nazi government said: "We 
are ready for peace, and we are 
ready for war, but the initiative 
for warlike actions must be taken 
by Germany's opponents." 


More striking were the rumors—- 


though they ware unconfirmed— 
that Germany might send home 
all French prisoners taken thus 
far. 
It Is figured these Pollus 


would make excellent advocates 
for peaco. 


Whatever game It Is that Rus- 
sia Is playing, the little Baltic 
states (especially Estonia) a n d 
Rumania have 
hastily put

Tho most Important political de- 


velopment has been the arrival of 
Turkish Foreign Minister

coglu in Moscow on a friendly mis- 
sion for what are described as 
Important trade and 
diplomatic 


talks. 


Observers looked for the Soviet 
to try to secure an 
agreement 


whereby Turkey would close the 
Dardanelles to ships opposed to 
Russian Interests, 
Such a pact 


would place Russia in a powerful 
strategic position—a matter of vi- 
tal concern both to Germany and 
the allies.

The point is, of course, that Tur- 
key is a power in the eastern 


Mediterranean because of her con- 
trol of the Dardanelles—key to 
tho Black Sea. She also is in a 
position to play an Important hand 
In the near cast, especially as 
related to British interests.

WENT ON COURT MARTIAL

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.

Bergdoll, world war draft 
dodger, testified today he 
returned 
to 
the 
United 


States twice from his self- 
imposed exile in Germany 
and recovered $105,000 in 
gold he had hidden before his ar- 
rest. 


Borptdol went on trial before a 
general 
court-martial 
today 
on 


charges o£ desertion and escape 
from a military prison. Tho court 
consists of 13 high ranking army 
officers. 


Ecrsclol said his first trip back 


to the United States was In 1029 
when ho returned, by way of 
Montreal, under tho name of Jos- 
eph A. Mann, a hotel porter. 


Ho entered the United States 


through tho Rouses Point, N. Y., 
immigration station, stayed over- 
night, in Trenton, N. J., and wont 
to Philadelphia the next day. 


He hid himself in the homo of 


his mother, Mrs. Emma Bergdol, 
ho said, and returned to Germany 
on the liner Bremen in 1033. 


When he left here to go back 
to Germany, Borgdol said, he used 
the namo of Bennett Nash—the 
name he used when he returned 
voluntarily last May to surrender. 


Hero Three Years 


In October, 1935, Bergdol testi- 


fied, he sailed from Southampton 
on the Empress of Britain, again 
using the name of Bennot Nash 
nncl again came Into the United 
States by way of Rouses Point. 
He was here until October, 1938, 


he said. 
He returned to Europe aboard 


thn German liner Europa. 


Bergdol upset the widely pub- 


licized story .of the pot of gold 
buried In the Maryland hillside. 
It. was "buried," ho said, in a clos- 
et in his mother's home. 
Ho had hidden it, he said, eith- 


er in 1918 or 1019, and when he 
recovered it his mother deposited 
it with tho Philadelphia banking 
firm of Welgand & Co. 
Borgdol had used a story of 
burled gold" to effect hla escape 
from th military prison on Gov- 
ernors Island, after his conviction 
in the spring of 1920 on a charge 
of desertion.

Carnegie 
Endowment for 


International Peace thinks 
there is — the ties between 
it and the United States 
are far

numerous 


than is generally realized. 
Results of its study of the 
League's activities in 1938, 
published in the Septem- 
ber issue of International 
Conciliation, show t h i s 
clearly. 


The United States 
has 


gone about its participation 
slowly and cautiously, test- 
ing every step taken. 
It 


now collaborates in most 
of the League's technical 
and non-political work. It 
is a full member of the In- 
ternational Labor Organi- 
zation which is directed by 
an American. The United 
States Senate has ratified 
the, first- conventions pro- 
posed by the I. L. 0. 


This country is associ- 


ated with the League's eco- 
nomical, financial and dis- 
armament work. It h a s 
taken a dominant part in 
the anti-narcotic program, 
and shares in the work of 
the League's social, health 
and nutrition committees. 


The League's feeble ef- 


forts 
to 
preserve world 


peace have been a com- 
plete failure so far. It 
may be that too much was 
expected of it too soon. 
Co-operation 
along 
these 


other lines has accomplish- 
ed much good and may in 
time prove to have been 
the groundwork for more 
vital co-operation on prob- 
lems . which, up to now, 
have usually led to war.

Being underweight does not nec- 
essarily mean that you are under- 
nourished.

you may be eating too much food. 
If the digestion is overworked, 
too much energy may be used up, 
which is one of the reasons why 
you cannot gain. Or it may be 
that you are not getting the full 
Value from your food because of ' 
poor function in the small Intes- 
tine. 
If the intestinal tract is 


clogged up so as to prevent the 
bloodstream from taking up the 
necessary elements from your food 
Intake, naturally 
this condition 


must bo corrected immediately if 
you wish to gain weight. The bal- 
ance of the food factors—that is, 
the amount of protein, starch and 
sugar, fats, fruits and vegetables, 
and water that you use must be 
in correct proportions if you are 
to get the utmost value from your 
meals. This is all _taken into con-

ilay: Breakfast should always in- 
clude 
a 
whole-grained 
starch, 
cither a cereal of the unrefined 
variety, or whole-wheat, rye or 


graham bread, taken as

toasted. 
Use honey In place of 


sugar, with cream. Use plenty of 
the Iodine foods which I have 
listed for you in the column from 
time to time. 


For quick assimilation of the 
vegetable protein foods, dissolve 
them (either nuts or avocadoes 
or soy beans ( in frlut Juices, and 
take as a drink. This can be done 
with one of the electric mixers 
which are available In your house- 
ware stores. The combination of 
protein and fruit Juice is especially 
valuable for people who do not 
chew their food thoroughly—and 
you must break the food down for 
complete digestion, as you know. 
For this reason, another impor- 
tant rule Is to eat slowly. 


Relax—either lying down or sit- 


ting 
quietly—both 
before 
and 


after you cat. Don't drink water 
with your meals. Take it at the 
end of the meal, or before eating. 


Mash a very ripe banana in a 
glass of milk, and use daily. The 
banana—always

ripe—may

of the afternoon, as a pick-up 
drink, mix one fresh egg yolk In 
a glass of orange juice. Add one 
tablespoonful of honey and beat 
until foamy.

Juices and beverages, of two to 
three quarts dally. 


Be sure that you sleep at least 


nine hours at night, and nap In 
the afternoon If you can. Exer- 
cise 15 minutes, slowly, each day; 
and walk one and one-half miles 
in the sunshine each day, breath- 
ing deeply. 


Your dally bath should be a 
tepid one, never hot.

SENATORS SUGGEST

BE RESURVEYED 


WASHINGTON, Sept, 28.—W)— 
Two democratic senators—Connally 
of Texas and Wagner of New York 
--suggested today the nation's de- 
fenses be reaurveyed at once to de- 
termine whether they are adequate 
to meet any threat to American 
security. 


Connally, a member of the sen- 
ate 
foreign 
relations committee, 


told reporters an additional $1,000,- 
000,000 for tho already-expanded 
army and navy could be well spent. 


"While no other business except 
neutrality legislation should bo tak- 
en up until that Is disposed of," 
Connally continued, "I think it our 
duty to provide the navy with any 
additional armaments and equip- 
ment It may need at this special 
session. 


"Additional provisions should be 


made for the army—In aircraft, 
anti-aircraft defenses and enllsttd 
strength." 


Wagner agreed there should be 
"a more thorough study of the 
adequacy of our defenses,' saying 
It was essential "our country be in 
a position to defend Itself under all 
circumstances."

ginal." 


"Soil building is a very 
slow 


process; soil experts report that 
from 500 to, 800 years are required 
to build one inch of top soil. Con- 
sequently, it is highly important 
that planning a farm, to reduce 
soil erosion, be done with much 
foresight." 


"The methods now used by the 


Soil Conservation Service and Co- 
operators to reduce erosion can, 
in almost every case, be dupli- 
cated by the farmer himself. This 
fact is highly significant, in that 
it takes out the doubt as to the 
effectiveness of the soil conserva-

BUSS IDA MARIE CREWS 


SUPREME COURT TO 
DECIDE TAX CASE OF 
BLAFFER OF HOUSTON 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(P>— 
The Supreme Court has been ask- 
ed to settle a controversy over 
taxes between the federal govern- 
ment and R. L. Blaffer of Houston, 
Texas. 


In one case (168), R. L, Blaffer 
and Company, organized by Mr. 
and Mrs. Blaffer in 1929, appealed 
from a decision of the fifth federal 
circuit court sustaining the gov- 
ernment's claim the company owed 
Income taxes totaling $58,7&6 tor 
1932-34, Inclusive. 


The circuit court ruled that tho 
corporation, used for stock trans- 
actions, was 
"tho Incorporated 


pocketbook of Blaffer and 
he 
used it to transfer assets from 
one pocket to the other." Its de- 


cision added "the evidence leads 
fairly to conclusion" that Blaffer 
used the corporation 
"to 
avoid 
paying" a surtax. 
In another case (169) appealed 


by Blaffer, tho circuit court up- 
held a $4,048 gift tax deficiency 
assessment against 
Blaffer 
for 


1934. 


Blaffer had assigned life Insur- 


ance policies with a cash surren- 
der value of $36,485 for the bone- 
fit of his wife and children, but" ( 
reported only half this amount on 
his gift tax return on the theory 
that tho policies represented com- 
munity property, and ono-half al- 
ready belonged to his wife. The . 
circuit court ruled he was llablo 
for gift tax on the entire amount. 


A gift tax controversy similar 
to this was appealed to the high 
court by W. S, Farlsh of Texas. 
No details of this 
controversy 


were reported In the petition, at- 
torneys for Farlsh and the gov- 
ernment merely Informing the su- 
preme court the legal 
questions 


were the same as those In Blaffer's 
Insurance policy gift case.
